To the inhabitants of the Town of Hudson, in the 
County of Hillsborough, in said State, qualified 
to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Town, on Tuesday, the Twelfth day of. March next, at ten 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects : 


1st. To choose a town clerk, three selectmen, and all 
other necessary officers, for the year ensuing. 

2nd. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the maintenance of the poor, for the building and 
repairing of bridges, and other necessary charges arising 
in said town for the ensuing year. 

8rd. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for repairs of highways, for the ensuing year. 

4th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise for the benefit of the Public Library. 

5th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for Memorial Day. 

6th. To see what provision the town will vote to make 
in relation to furnishing the town with a hearse for the en- 
suing year. 

7th. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum of 
$100.00 from each of the following estates: David O. 
Smith and George W. Haselton, to be held as a perpetual 
fund, the income thereof to be used annually to keep in 
respectable repair and condition, their cemetery lots in 
said town. 

Sth. To see if the town will vote to accept the sum of 
$100.00 from the heirs of the late William F. Chase, the 
same to be held as a perpetual fund, the income thereof 
to be paid annually for the purpose of keeping in respect- 
able repair and condition the family cemetery lot of said 


deceased, situated in the Blodgett cemetery in said town, 
under the provisions of Chapter 40, Session Laws of 1899. 

9th. To see if the town will vote to lay out a highway ; 
beginning at the gate at the end of the highway, near 
the dwelling house of Benjamin A. Merrill, thence over 
and upon the existing Bridle-Way, by the dwelling house 
of George W. Robinson, to the highway near Irving 
Barron’s, agreeably to a petition of Edwin S. Gowing and 
others. 

10th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the permanent improvement of 
highways in addition to what is now required by law to 
be raised and appropriated for the permanent improve- 
ment of highways under the provision of an Act entitled, 
“An act to provide for State aid and for the expenditure 
of other public moneys in the permanent improvement 
of main highways throughout the State,” passed by the 
New Hampshire General Court, January Session 1905. 

11th. To see if the town will vote to observe “Old 
Home Week” and make appropriation therefor. 

12th. To see if the town will vote to install electric 
lights on Central street, near the Methodist church, also 
on Main street, near the junction of Baker street.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


During the past year schools have been maintained in 
No. 1 and No. 9 in addition to those of the Webster and 
Smith buildings, as the number of pupils in those neighbor- 
hoods warranted such action. 

Miss Emma A. Sellew taught the spring term at the No. 
9 school. Miss Mary E. Peckham the fall term and Miss 
Sarah L. Clough the winter term. Miss Helen A. Center 
taught the No. 1 school during the entire year. The 
teachers in charge of the Webster building for the spring 
term were Mr. Basil N. Perkins, Miss Marion J. Walch, 
Miss Nina B. Cheney and Miss Sadie L. Clancy, for the 
fall and winter terms Miss Emma A. Sellew, Miss Marion 
J. Walch, Miss Nina B. Cheney, and Miss Hazel Sanders. 
Miss Lilla A. Deering and Miss Anne L. Kimball had 
charge of the schools in the Smith building the entire year. 

All of the above named teachers have given the district 
good service and very few complaints have come to the 
knowledge of your board. Thirty-three weeks have been 
maintained in all the schools. It is the unanimous belief of 
your board that the school year has been a most happy and 
successful one. 

At the last annual meeting of the district a vote was 
passed authorizing your board to unite with other dis- 
tricts to obtain expert supervision of our schools. ‘This 
matter was duly considered but no satisfactory conditions 
for such a union seemed to present themselves. The mat- 
ter of the formation of a supervisory district in this section, 
that Hudson may form a part thereof, is now receiving the 
consideration of the State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion. In the event that conditions do not arise whereby such 
a supervisory district may be formed with adjoining towns, 
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your board has other arrangements under consideration 
whereby it is hoped aid in expert supervision may in some 
degree be obtained. Recent reports of the State Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction, show that expert ‘supervision 
has been growing in favor throughout the state, and it is 
hoped that the district of Hudson may soon be able te 
become a part of a supervisory district, able to employ an 
experienced and trained superintendent and that such an 
' arrangement may be permanent. 

The teachers in charge of the Webster and Smith 
schools have in a measure been able to grade these 
schools satisfactorily. | 

A petition has been presented to your board by resi- 
dents in the south part of the town for the opening of a 
school at the No. 2 school building, and an article has 
been inserted in the school warrant that,the matter may 
be duly considered at the annual meeting. The children 
from this section are now furnished transportation on the 
electric cars from the “Five Cent Limit” to “Hudson 
Bridge.” Although some of the inconveniences of trans- 
portation and perhaps dangers would be obviated by 
maintaining a school at the No. 2 building, the pupils, 
however, would be deprived of any advantage that might 
come from graded work. The opening of this school is 
a matter that should receive the thoughtful consideration 
of the parents interested. 

Twenty-two pupils from the town have attended the 
Nashua High school the past year and one Colby Acade- 
my. The tuition of these pupils the district is by law re- 
quired to pay. The Nashua Board of Education has in- 
creased the tuition of out-of-town pupils from $36.00 to 
$40.00 per school year. At the last annual meeting of the 
district the sum of $850 was raised to pay tuition of chil- 
dren of the district attending high schools and academies. 
A part of this amount, as will be seen by the Treasurer's 
report, was applied to the payment of tuition due for the 
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spring term, the balance to what will be due for tuition 
ending June 14, 1907. The balance that will be due for 
tuition should all of the twenty-three pupils before men- 
tioned continue their studies to June 14, 1907, will be 
$327.50. . 

Although the amount the town 1s obliged to pay for the 
education of Hudson children attending high schools and 
academies may seem large in addition to what is expended 
in maintaining our own schools no one can doubt the 
future results and benefits. The fact that such a large 
number are able to enter the above institutions and con- 
tinue their courses therein is good proof of the foundation 
well laid in our own schools. [It is sincerely hoped no 
backward step will ever be taken in providing for the chil- 
dren of all our citizens, that foundation, for an education 
that must result 1n a better manhood and womanhood. 

All parents should, when it is possible, try to encourage 
their children to continue in our schools until they have 
‘completed the ninth grade work in full, and none should be 
encouraged, in justice to the pupils themselves and the tax 
payers of the town, to enter high schools and academies 
until they have completed the ninth grade work provided 
in our own schools; for by so doing the possibility of the 
town being to the expense of an extra year’s tuition in 
the high schools or academies is evident, in case such pupils 
should not pass their first year work therein. 

Your attention is called to the report of the Music 
Teacher, the report of the District Treasurer and the page 
of Detailed Statistics, all of which is respectfully sub- 
mitted.

The music course in your schools remains very much 
the same from year to year. There is a certain amount 
of work which each class is expected to do during a term. 

The classes taken as a whole, have done the work re- 
quired in a satisfactory way during the past year. 

The children in the primary and intermediate grades 
have made excellent progress. 

If there were larger classes, in the upper grades, more 
advanced work could be successfully taken up, and better 
results obtained. 

At present we have the smallest number of pupils in 
classes where, in order to have the work interesting, and 
really satisfactory the largest number is needed. 

The teachers and pupils who have labored under these 
conditions are entitled to all the more credit for what they 
have been able to accomplish.
